I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  your  Area.

SECTION  B.  General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority  are  :  — 

The  M.O.H.,  Sanitary  Inspector,  District  Nurses  and  the  School  Medical  Officer. 
The  M.O.H.  is  in  charge  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  is  assisted  by  the  District  Nurse. 

Nursing  in  the  Homes. 

The  District  Nurses  attend  cases  in  the  homes  where  necessary,  except  in  infectious 

cases. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  North  Riding  Laboratory,  Scarborough,  undertakes  all  necessary  work. 
Hospitals. 

There  is  no  change  in  former  arrangements. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Motor  Ambulance  continues  to  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  community. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  former  arrangements. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Supply  from  Keld  Head  is  satisfactory  in  amount  and  the  quality  has 
been  pure.  From  analysis  the  water  is  hard  (13°  Temporary  hardness).  Frequent  bacterio¬ 
logical  examinations  have  been  made  and  when  contamination  has  been  found,  the 
ordinary  dosage  of  Chlorine  has  been  increased.  Practically  all  the  dwelling-houses  are 
supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses.

Shops  and  Offices. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  Shops  Acts. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  Licences  have  been  issued  for  Camping  sites,  but  one  field  in  the  Town  at  one 
time  had  eleven  separate  families  camped  in  it.  No  provision  had  been  made  for  water 
supply  or  sanitary  accommodation,  and  the  use  of  the  field  for  camping  purposes  was 
discontinued  as  the  result  of  statutory  action. 


Smoke  Abatements. 

No  nuisance  exists  from  smoke  in  the  area. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  premises  which  formerly  housed  the  Council’s  Swimming  Bath  are  still  used 
as  a  British  Restaurant.  In  any  case  a  Water  Purification  Plant  would  have  to  be  installed 
before  the  Bath  could  be  re-opened. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

All  general  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  a  central  Abbatoir  outside  the  District, 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  Food  Office,  retailers  are  allowed  replacement  of  all 
condemned  food-stuffs  and  points  on  production  of  duplicate  copies  of  any  condemnation 
certificates.  Any  articles  of  worth-while  quantity  are  notified  to  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Salvage  Dept. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  cases  of  Bug  infestation  have  been  discovered,  but,  there  have  been  a  few  cases 
of  flea  infestation.  The  use  of  the  new  D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  chemicals  have  already 
proved  their  value  as  insecticides.
